Zelaya’s Excuse For Executing Two 
Americans is Unsatisfactory. 


W’ashingtoo, Nov. 26.—The revolu­ 
tion In N icaragua is spreading, in the 
opinion of Captain Shipley, command­ 
er of the United States cruiser Des- 
Moines, which i3 off the east coast of 
Nicaragua. 
The revolutionary forces 
are reported to be m aintaining an ef­ 
fective 
blockade and are patrolling 
off Oreytown with two gunboats. 
As 
surance is given that American and 
foreign interests are being protected. 
These are the im portant facts con­ 
tained in a cablegram received at the 
navy departm ent from the commander 
of the Des Moines at Port Limon. On 
Nov. 23 the revolutionary gunboats 
fired on Oreytown, but without effect. 
The revolutionary forces 
now have 
possession of 
the 
back country of 
Nicaragua, 
including 
Rama, 
where 
fighting Is likely to occur. 
An officer 
from the Des Moines landed at Orey­ 
town. but found only one American 
citizen. 
Messages by W ireless. 
The state departm ent was advised 
by the W estern Union Telegraph com 
puny that during the present Inter­ 
ruption to the telegraph lines in Nica­ 
ragua and Costa Rica it is possible to 
handle some of the traffic by wireless 
via Colon but that th© service is not 
continuous, and that 
there was no 
communication between Tuesday and 
Thursday. 
This accounts for the diffi­ 
culty the departm ent Is experiencing 
in its efforts to reach its diplomatic 
and consular officers at Central Amer­ 
ican ports. 
Renewed efforts ar#* being 
made to reach these officers. 
That the explanation to be made by 
the 
Nicaraguan 
government of the 
conditions under which the two Amer­ 
icans Groce and Cannon, were execut­ 
ed. as forecasted in the news dis 
patches from Central America, will be 
unsatisfactory* to the state departm ent, 
can safely be predicted. 
From any 
point the official view is that the men 
were free from the charge of being 
spl^s and were entitled to be regarded 
ns prisoners of war. and therefore not 
subject to that penalty. 
Moreover, lf they were captured lr 
Costa Rica. as reported, the act was 
In clear violation of Costa Rican sov­ 
ereignty. and may easily Involve Costa 
Rica In war with the Zelayan govern­

him. 
Cannon and Groce were shot within 
twenty-four hours after their capture 
and while they were weak and almost 
prostrate from the cruelties to which 
they had been subjected. Soldiers are 
said to have stabbed them with baya 
nets, beaten them with sticks, kicked 
them, strung them up by the hands 
and put pistols at their heads in order 
to frighten them into telling what It 
was supposed they knew about a rev­ 
olution aimed to overthrow President 
Zelaya.

Women and Children Were Frantic 
When They Realized the Horrible 
1 
End of the Great Disaster—Bodies 
May Never Be Recovered. 


Cherry. HL. Nov. 26.—The S t Paul ‘ 
mine hero, In w’hich 310 workmen were 
entombed by fire and explosion last | 
Saturday a week ago, has been sealed. 
The fire was gaining such headway 
that it was thought best to cut off all 
air. The shaft will probably remain 
closed for several weeks. 
The bodies of nearly 200 men are 
entombed within its depths. The con­ 
crete wall has herm etically closed the 
fire-seared mouth of the mine. 
Hope 
of ever recovering the bodies of these 
victim s has vanished In the face of 
the step taken by the mine officials. 
The sealing of the mine was the last 
recourse. 
In the lower gallery 168 bodies were 
fo"nd, but they could not be removed, 
a« the fire had gained too great head­ 
way. 
Not since th© recovery of the first 
bodiei from the depths of the ill-fated 
workings have sueh scene* been wit­ 
nessed as the heart-rending picture at 
the mouth of the mine shaft after 
the rem aining bodies had been shut 
within. 
Hundreds of the grief stricken wom­ 
en. with fatherless children clinging 
in fear to their dresses, gathered in 
groups, sobbing and moaning. 
The 
realization of the horrible end of the 
great disaster has aroused a frantic 
grief. 
Women fell on their knees, dragging 
their children with them, sobbing out 
their cries of despair. 
Th© dissatisfaction of the workmen 
at the step taken by the min© officials 
was openly voiced. The stat© troops, 
who were to have been recalled, have 
been ordered to remain. Captain Hall. 
In command, declared he did not ex 
pert any trouble as a result of the 
grief and anger attendant on the seal 
fug of the mine, but was prepared. I* 
‘he men became too dem onstrative. 
The fire. it was declared, has cre^ 
up th.^» shaft until the tim bers but IO' 
feet from the surface are aflame. 
lf the sealing process had not been 
i-eiorted to. according to experts, the 
?nti*e works above ground would have 
been destroyed within a few days. 
Many men here still cling to the ti­ 
ller that with the sealing of the m ’ne 
living men have been doomed to the!* 
death. Experts scout the idea and sa' 
that such is an impossibility.

The curriculum

ity of most good things we shall 
speedily have a new chapter In the 
story of the New England abandoned 
farm.
